REGULATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
MANAGEMENT. 


DECEMBER 11, 1886. 


I.—All orders whatever for the government and regulation of the 


Academy emanate from the Committee of Management, whose 
decisions are delivered through their Chairman to the different 
officers of the establishment. 


IT.—Al branches of Music are taught in the Academy, and Students 
m y 


may choose any one of these for their principal study. Should 
the branch for which a Male Student enters be Composition, 
Organ, Pianoforte, or Harp, he may be required to learn, in 
addition, any orchestral instrument the Committee may choose 
for him. 

All Students are required to learn Harmony, and Pianoforte. 

All are required to attend the Sight-Singing Class, and, when 
competent, to take part in the Orchestral and Choral Practices, 
in the Quartet and Accompaniment Classes, and in all public 
performances of the Academy. 

It the branch for which a Student enters be Singing, he or 
she is required to attend the Eloeution Class. 


No Student can be admitied who does not purpose to remain for 
at least a year in the Academy. 


111.—The academic year consists of Thirty-Six weeks, divided into three 


Terms :—In 1890-91. the Michaelmas Term commences on 
Thursday, 1st October, and closes on Wednesday, 23rd December 
1891; the Lent Term commences on Thursday, 14th January, and 
closes on Wednesday, 6th April 1892, and the Midsummer Term 
commences on Thursday, 5th May, and closes on Wednesday, 
27th July 1892. 

The Fee payable on application for the Entrance Examination 
is 1 Guinea. Successful Candidates pay as an Entrance Fee a 
further sum of 4 Guineas. The Fee for the entire course of Study 
is 11 Guineas per Term. 

The Course of Instruction includes Two Week] y Lessons in a 
Principal Study ; one in a Second Study, when deemed desirable by 
the Principal; one in Elocution, for Singers; aud the advantages of 
the Sight-Singing Class, the Violin Quartet and Accompaniment 
Classes and the Orchestral and Choral Practices. 

An extra Fee of 4 Guineas a Term for One Lesson a Week, 
or 7 Guineas a Term for Two Lessons a Week, is paid by 
Students who pursue an additional Prineipal Study.

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| V.—The Operatic Class, for the Study of the lyrical drama, is open to 
composers, singers and aecompanists.

et No Student is allowed to publish any Composition without the 

sanution of the Principal, and a copy of all Compositions published 
Y à with his sanction must be presented to the Library of the 
Academy. 








XIL—Any infringement or violation of the Regulations, or any dis- 
creditable or improper conduct, will subject the Stude nt, at the 
discretion of the Committee, to SESCH from the Institution. 


XIIT.—On leaving the Academy, or during the Term next after leaving, 

Students may "undergo an Examination. If the Examination prove 

satisfaetory they will receive a Certifieate of their qualification. 

Pupils who have not studied for more than a year in the Academy 

shall not be considered eligible for this Examination. Applications 

on this subject cannot be re received later than the next Term after a 
pupil leaves the Institution.
